M. D. OF MARQUIS BY-LAW NO. 
15 MEETS WITH OBJECTIONS 


The M. D. of Marquis notice to 
rate-payers of By-law No. 15, for the 
restraining of animals running at 
large, has met with objections as to 
certain clauses contained therein, by 
a sufficient number of rate-payers to 
defeat the present measure and re¬ 
quire a reconsideration of the same 
with ertain changes to satisfy the peo¬ 
ple who come under its provisions. 
One of the principle objections wa? 
that part of clause 2 which provides 
that “the property of any person non¬ 
resident” and the objection was that 
the ruling should apply to resident as 
well as non-resident persons. These 
objections formally presented and 
containing sufficient legal number of 
signatures, requires another consider¬ 
ation of the By-law by the Council 
Board and a correction of its clauses 
to meet the general requirements be¬ 
fore the same can become operative 
The Board will take up the matter at 
its next meeting when it is hoped to 
so frame another that it will meet the 
approbation of all interested.

A 
dispatch from Ottawa says: 

OTTAWA. Oct. S.—Thorough 
endorsatlon of the Victory Loan, 
1919, is expected by Hon. W. L. 
Mackenzie King, leader of the 
Liberal party In the Dominion, in 
a letter addressed to the minis¬ 
ter of finance, Sir Henry Dray- 
ten. Title Is his letter: 

“My dear Sir Henry: 

"1 am pleased to Join with you 
l’i commending the Victory Loan 
to the people of Canada. 

"It Is Imperative that Canada's 
credit should be maintained. 

“As the government finds that 
borrowing is a necessity to meet 
existing conditions, it is In evary 
way desirable that the amount 
required should. If possible, be 
raised withtn Canada Itself. I 
hope, theiefore, that this loan 
may be over-subscribed by citi¬ 
zens of the Dominion. 

"You appreciate, of course, that 
in expressing a desire to see the 
loan a success, such obligation as 
I may have in the matter of criti¬ 
cising unnecessary or extrava¬ 
gant public expenditures Is In¬ 
i' reassd rather than lessened: 
and that this endorsatlon is 
given upon your assurance that 
the organization of the cam - 
paign and everything about It la 
absolutely and entirely non- 
polltlcal.'
